giTen to 75 percent of the sample clasSy and the final retest ^as 
mailed to all former meibers of the class, with a 60 percent return. 
The following conclusions were arawnt CI) leaales are important 
factors in the class rresponse patterns^ with their conHer^ative 
opinions overshadowing thi more radical anfl liberal male views* (2) 
There is a peak of liberalizatioii of political philosophy that begins 
to ebb two years after niatriculation* (3) By the final testing there 
is no longer evideiit any autofflatic matching of political party^ 
philosophy, and issue, (^) Males^ in contrast to females, through the 
senior year of testing show a decrease in agreement with parents* 
political views. (5) There resiains a strong, continuoas conse:^vative 
orientiition in class responses^ (6) Home and doraltory residents are 
more conservative in outlook than students living off-cafflpus. <7) 
Curriculum major correlates with attitnaai with liberal attituaes 
more evident among arts and science and business administration

From the sophpmora to the junior year, median inconie only advanced one-third of 

its increase from the freshman to the sophoroore testings . It Is conceivable that 

the increased accuracy of the estlMtes reduced pravtouily overlnflated figures. 

In addition j students who have already graduated and are married or on their cwii 

would be reporclng a naioh lover head of household salary coi^ared to ^en they lived 

with their parents. 

For IncOTOS over $7*500 per year there was a significant increase in the per- 
cent of mothers working. This also suggests the possible interpretation that 
families financially pressed during a period of rampant inflation are conpelled to 
movj the mother into the Job market.

Observations: 

The four year trend in self-deicrlbcd pslltical philosophy sams to hit a 
peak of liberalism around tha end of the iOphomore year. There is a definite swing 
toward a more conservative selection by the senior. Further studies will seek to 
determine whether this trend reversal was symptomatic of the entire class or confined 
to particular sub-gfaupst 

It is rather striking that the pattern of political party afflliationa does 
not parallel the reversal noted in political phiiOTOphy noted above. The sei^tor 
year results show growing Democratic seleotionsj and Increasing abandotment of 
Republican party identification* The third chart's analysis of party choice by sex 
iupports this trend* Through all class testings there is eKhlbited a continuing in- 
crease by both males and females In DCTOoratic party selection. Both sexes displayed 
an Increasing reluctance to select the Republican party label* 

Although generallEatlons in polities are never constantly held, conventional 
thinking usually hold the DeiaDerats as eaore liberal and tht Republicans more con- 
servative in their respecttva political philosophy. It ts curious that a direct 
parallel between party aeleetion and philosophy was not evident* A possible ex- 
planation for this rather paradoxical finding is contained within the results of 
the voting for prealdentlal cimdldates*

Observations: 

Tha catastrophic affeat of Watergate upon th^ preference for Rlcha^NiKon is 
shown in the 1972 and 1974 voting, Tha inoraaaed preference for Kennedy (before 
his announcad withdrawal ttm the race) goes hand in hand with the previously noted 
inereasag In DCTOcratlc party affiliation. 

All the preceding data revised in this seetton seem to suggest a rather in- 
teresting finding* In aontrast with their freahoian year results, this class as 
seniors is capable of making more subtle distinctions between political phlloeophy 
and the Issues of candic^itt rod party. Seniors seem quite comfortable with express- 
ing a motm conservative political phlloaophys and voting for the ca idate of the 
more "liberal*' party. Freahman year candidate praferenoea generally followed 
political philosophy. It ti perhapa an Indication of the increased sophistication 
in political thinking that seniors bring to a political campaign. It Is fascinating 
to ipeculate whether the correlation of political philosophy and personality , which 
was so strongly indicated ifl the frastoan results * will hold for the senior year

Observations I 

The trends In totalled data can aoEaetiots be deceiving* In Chart 12 above 
the major effect seems to be a ten percent shift from the "Mostly in Agreement" 
category to "Can't say either way." It would appear that during the Intervening 
four years of this study politics was a source of increasing disagreement in homes 
of Centennial Class meters. 

Chart 12a qualifies the preceding point by shoi^lng It was the male student vho 
exhibited a progressive decline in agreeing with parents' political views* FOTale 
members Bhow a cc^letsly opposite trend In the last two years of the survey. By 
1972 their lessening of agreement with parents* views peaked and in 1974 this per- 
centage had returned to a figure slightly higher than the frestoan year total* The 
responses to this test it^ over the sufvey period indicate a differential effect 
upon male mi finale elass ^ttbera. It is Important to detarmlne whethGr the 
responses to other tests produce a similar result*

Obaerv^atlonsi 

The results dbtaiaed far this itea in 1974 clearly paralleled the findiinfe for 
the 1972 teiting. Firstt off-ompMs residMta reported the highest rate of eon- 
amp tloa for all measurably used drug oategorles* 

Secoad,, residents in parents' h«es provided the lo^eat percentage of use for 
the wiEy sOTe drugs * It might be argued that ©ff-oOTpua living is a self*screanlng 
procass that attracts the more laiependeat Mid daring persoa who is prone to ei^eri** 
ment with dmxgs. invironiBeiatsllats might suggest that peer group effects of roona- 
mates and the more permtssive ataosphere of off^oa^us living are the important 
factors In the high rates found. The real source of usage motivation is still a 
moot poiiitt Howeveri la this st^y the selection of a home or off-eampus resldenee 
seems cruolal to the inomt of prmiMnce drugs occupy In a student's daily eacperlettce.

Sueh a finding is 
eongruefit with the results of pravlouiS student studies.* Elerontary Education md 
Library Sclenae majors Indicated use raMs eonstatently beloe the total class avarage, 

Personality differences bei^een majors ml^t accsuat for BCme of these vatla* 
tloiis^ Education Dajorst espealally those U an el«Bntary specialisation^ were 
fmind to be more traditional and ooftse^ative (Frestoafi Stody, 14). As ftitura 
teachers and paraatal ButTa$,mtMB^ their resistance to drug use might be ea^ected. 
Arts and Science majors dlspl^ed greater curlostty and s need to experiment with 
Individual expression (p* 14). Drug esqierlffientatloi^ would aem a likely outcome of 
such m curious nature.

Folitioal Philogophy 
There would appaar to be a peak of "liberalliation" of political philosophy 
that begins to ebb two years aftar matrioulatlQn. For both males and females 
thera sems an evident return towards a middle*o£-tha'road position by the senior 
yaaif« 

Political SgphisttaatlQn 

Class m^ers displayed an Increaitng ability to maintain a eoaservativa 
philosophy yet salact a liberal prasidentlal eandldata. By the final testing 
there is no longar avldant my autraatla matehlftg of political parQ^, philosophy 
and Isiua. Incraaslngly s^hlstlcatad thinking sams Indicated in the makiag of 
sueh fine distinctions In political orlantatlon. 

Mr^mmnt wiai garaota * PQlitical Views 
The trend of raapottsfes displays a pattern that dlstlnpilshes batwaen mala and 
female class MAars* Males* throu^ thm umioT year taatlmg dacraaae In agree* 
aent with pareita from tha sophosiora to sanlor yaar* future analysis should 
focus on further a^dance pf such dlffarantlal affects upra male feaale mesAers. 
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5. Copgervatlw Outloak 

Through all testings thera rraains a strong, continuing eoiiservative oriintation 
in elass respons©©. At wllllngMas to aerve in the smed fDrcea remains a 
eoroitment for tha majority of raipondeate. The praferance for a mlddle'-of^the* 
road poaltlofi in political philosophy vas always the moat fraquantly taken 
position ©£ the typical rtspondaa* Although aicparimentation with marijuena In- 
creased^ hard uae of all drugs rMalned low. Tha high rate of aleohol CQnsumption 
was a signtfleaat axoeption to this trend. The rOTaining quastlon is whether 
the results of personality tasting raflect the same conaervatlve outlook Indicatad 
above* 

6, Influenca of School Year Raaldeaaa 

Living at hcsep In a doraltoryp or an off -campus apartoaant is a critical in- ^ 
fluenca In the four-yaar development of the Centennial Class respondent* There 
would seMi to be sharply different experiential worlda associated with residence 
selection. The llberal-ea^arlential attitude towards drugs and politics la 
keenly felt in off-ci^ua settings. Home mi dorm residents are more conservative 
in outlook* rhls study auggests that the location of school year residenee might 
have as much Impact upon student attitudes and values as the selection ot his 
major area of sptalallsatlon. 

7* Curriculim Major Dlffegeacas 

Education majors have costinuously been the mora conservative element In survey 
responses, A more liberal attitude was evld^t in the replies of the Arts md 
Sclenca md Business Administration students, thm exposition of IncOTiing fresteaen 
clasiei ti shifting toward greater rei^resfcntatlon In Buslneas and Liberal Arts 
areas p These facts alone foretell chaages in the traditional vi^ of canspus lifa 
at Shippanabtirg. In the classrooa interactira, sporting aveatSs and doros^more 
quest tonlngi assertive students will be evident. The tapact of their presence is 
just beglnolag to ba felt. 23
